Governor Holds 
Out Possibility of 
Action Next Session 


SPRINGFIELD IW-Gov. William 
G. Stratton Thursday killed the 
possibility of • state bonus this 
year for Illinois Korean War vet­ 
erans. 
But the governor held out the 
chance that a bonus plan may win 
approval at the next session of the 
Legislature which meets in Jan­ 
uary. 
Stratton announced he would not 
call a special session of the Legis­ 
lature to {dace a bonus plan on the 
November ballot because % bonus 
proposal submitted to him by a 
special bonus commission was un­ 
satisfactory. 
Stratton said the commission's 
proposal "does not meet the con­ 
ditions originally set out in my 
meeting with representatives of the 
commission as a basis for calling 
a special session of the Legisla­ 
ture.” 
“However,” 
Stratton said, “I 
commend the Commission for their 
earnest efforts and feel that they 
have progressed toward an im­ 
proved program which can be sub­ 
mitted next January at the regular 
session of the Legislature with in­ 
creased chances of being accept­ 
able to the people.” 
The bonus plan submitted to the 
governor by the commission was 
believed unacceptable to Stratton 
en a number of points. 
Objects to Financing 
Its cost was estimated at be­ 
tween 70 and 75 million dollars, 
while Stratton set the limit he 
would be willing to spend at 63 
million dollars. 
The commission’s plan would 
have been financed with income 
from the state utility tax in the 
general revenue fund. Stratton had 
insisted that no bonus money could 
be taken from general revenue. 
Also the governor had specified 
that the commission must reach 
unanimous agreement on a plan. 
The 
commission 
members 
all 
agreed that a bonus should be 
paid, but there was at least one 
dissenting vote on the method of 
financing the plan and other de­ 
tails of the commision proposal. 
The commistion proposal called 
for a $10 per month payment for 
each month served in the armed 
forces between June 27, 1950, and 
July 27, 1953; an additional flat 
aum of HOO for those who served 
in Urn combat area and won the 
Korean 
service 
ribbon; and a 
$1,000 payment to beneficiaries of 
persons killed in service during 
the Korean War. 
State Sen. Paul W. Broyles iR - 
Mount Vernon) was chairman of 
Uke commission which recommend­ 
ed the bonus plan. 
The Republican state convenUon 
pledged in its platform to place 
a Korean bonus proposal before 
the voters "at the earliest possi­ 
ble” date. 


TOKYO CP)—A Japanese gov­ 
ernment weather expert warned to- j 
day that the accumulated fallout 
from the current series of U. S. 
nuclear weapons test in the Eni- 
wetok-Bikini proving grounds is 
spreading westward toward Japan. 
Hioshi Ito Rf the central weather 
observatory said scientists estimat- J 
ed the fallout already extends “sev­ 
eral hundred” miles beyond the j 
danger area established in the Pa­ 
cific by the United States. 
Japanese ships and fishermen in 
the threatened area will be warn­ 
ed, Ito said. 
“We have no material to judge 
the density of the fallout and there­ 
fore the extent of the danger to 
humans,” he said. 
“But we want i 
to warn shipping and fishermen i 


because the area of the fallout Is 
certain to spread.” 
The Japanese fishing boat For­ 
tunate Dragon was dusted with 
the “hot” fallout of a U. S. H-bomb 
explosion in 1954. 
Ito said there has been a “mark­ 
ed spreading” of the fallout from 
recent tests at short intervals. He 
said Japanese scientists have re­ 
corded eight blasts since the cur­ 
rent tests began in May. The Unit­ 
ed States has announced only two. 
Foreign Minister Mamoru Shige- 
mitsu told a Diet committee Thurs­ 
day that Japan has asked the Unit­ 
ed States for information on the 
Japanese reported nuclear explo­ 
sions. 
He said Washington was 
asked whether a nuclear bomb was 
exploded in the Pacific testing 
grounds without notifying Japan.

Charged with 


LAN Asks to Move 
Agency from 'O ld ' 
To 'New' Shawneetown 


Murdering Wife 


PITTSBURGH (UP) — P o l i c e 
charged disc jockey Wally Dickson 
with the murder of his wife Thurs­ 
day, partially on the basis of evi­ 
dence supplied by the suspect’s 
five-year-old son. 
Jeffrey Dickson told detectives 
his father was home when he heard 
two shots fired the night his moth­ 
er, Nancy, 26, was bludgeoned and 
then shot in the chest and fore­ 
head. 
The balding radio performer, 30, 
Who sobbed hysterically at his 
wife’s coffin Thursday, was taken 
into custody by Allegheny County 
Coroner William D. McClelland and 
held without bond for murder pend­ 
ing an inquest. 
Mrs. Dickson’s pajama-clad body 
was found in their apartment above 
a garage in nearby Edgewood, Pa., 
early Tuesday morning. A .22 cali­ 
ber rifle belonging to Dickson lay 
partly under her body. 
Dickson told police he discov­ 
ered the body after a “night out 
boozing” with two companions. 
The popular week end disc jock­ 
ey for radio station WJAS has de­ 
nied killing his wife. 
He viewed 
her body Thursday at the Cooke 
Funeral Home, dropping to his 
knees and weeping uncontrollably 
as two sheriff’s deputies stood at 
his side. 
On the coffin was a fresh bou­ 
quet of pink “sweet heart roses,” 
sent at Dickson’s request. 
He re­ 
mained at the funeral home for 
90 minutes and was then turned 
over to coroner’s deputies when 
formal charges were lodged. 
Burial services for Mrs. Dickson 
will be held Saturday.

Dixon-Yates contract was invalid. 
The Justice Department filed a 
brief Thursday in the U. S. Court 
of Claims saying the Dixon-Yates 
private power contract was invalid 
because of a conflict of interest 
involving New York banker Adolph 
H. Wenzell. 
The Dixon-Yates power combine 
is suing the government for $3,- 
534.778. 
Sen. Albert Gore (D-Tenn.), a 
leading 
foe of the 
Dixon-Yates 
contract, strongly intimated the 
government brief will become an 
important Democratic campaign 
weapon. He said that as much as 
any other government project the 
Dixon-Yates contract had the per­ 
sona! 
endorsement 
of President 
Eisenhower. 
Sen. Estes Kefauver (D-Tenn ), 
who headed a Senate investigation 
of the contract, said his commit­ 
tee brought out Wenzell s dual role 
and other faults in the contract 
“over violent opposition of 
the 
administration 
from 
the White 
House down.” 
Anderson Praises Dept. Action 
“ It is gratifying,” the presiden­ 
tial candidate said in a prepared 
statement, to find that the Justice 
Department “has reversed its pre­

IT HAPPENED IN SOUTHERN ILLINOIS: 
Old Jails 


By John W. Allen 


Southern Minot* University 


Jails held high priority on the 
building programs of early Illi­ 
nois counties. 
In numerous 
in* 
stances they were built even be­ 
fore the court-houses. 
A room to serve the occasional 
needs of the small staff of county 
officials 
and 
to house the 
new 
county’s meager records was of­ 
ten found “ at the residence of” 
some 
citizen. 
There 
were 
no 
places 
available, 
however, 
to 
serve as ready-ma' i jails. 
Since 
buildings adaptable to use for jails 
were not available, it was neces­ 
sary to erect them. 
In almost all cases these build­ 
ings were small, separate struc­ 
tures made 
of logs. 
They 
ob­ 
viously were intended for secur­ 
ity and 
not for comfort or con­ 
venience. 
No record 
has 
been 
found for heating one of these 
jails. They were not 
meant for 
extended stays of prisoners. Ra­ 
ther, they were primarily to keep 
culprits 
secure 
until 
trial 
had 
been 
held and 
those 
adjudged 
guilty could receive “ ---- lashes 
on the bare back well laid on” 
or could 
spend the hours 
pre­ 
scribed in the county pillory or 
stocks. 


Early Specifications 


A number of specifications for 
early jails are found among the 
records of older counties. Those 
for the jail erected 
at Browns­ 
ville, county seat of Jackson coun­ 
ty. in 1825 very well illustrate the 
manner in which they were built. 
On December 6, 1824 the Coun­ 
ty Commissioners Court of Jack­ 
son County voted to build a new 
jail to 
replace the one 
erected 
there when the county was formed 
in 
1816. 
They 
located the new 
two-story 
jail on the 
northeast 
corner of Lot 75. purchased from 
Jess Griggs for $4, in the prom­ 
ising village of Brownsville. This 
one may be considered as typical 
of the jails of that time, perhaps 
being better built than the aver­ 
age. 
The Brownsville prison had 
a 
“ foundation laid of rock 17 feet 
and two inches square on the out­ 
side and three feet and six inches 
thick . . . said foundation to Ex­ 
tend 18 inches into the ground and 
one foot above.” It had a “floor 
laid thereon of hewn whiteoak 
timbers one foot square 
to ex­ 
tend over the whole of said foun­ 
dation except 13 inches on each 
said 
with a floor of white oak 
planks two inches thick well spik­ 
ed down to be laid thereon.” The 
first 
floor was 
thus 
14 inches 
thick. 


Layer of Walls 


Hie lower story 
had a heavy 
outside wall that was really three 
walls. The inner layer of this wall 
was “ 12 feet square in the clear” 
and was made of ” hewn whiteoak 
timbers IO inches thick well dove­ 
tailed at the corners.” The next 
or middle layer was of “ upright 
timbers six inches thick . . . well 
squared . . . with bottoms stand­ 
ing on the rock foundation.” The 
third or outer layer was a wall of 
"brick and lime 13 inches thick.” 
The total thickness of the walls 
of the lower story was thus 29 
inches. 
Hie next floor which also serv­ 
ed as the floor of the second story 
was “ of hewn whiteoak timbers 12 
inches square to extend over the 
Umbers of the lower floor to the 
brick 
walls and to 
be notched 
down to the timbers of the lower 
story with. a half dovetail and a 
flooring of inch oak planks well 
laid thereon.” The ceiling height 
of both the lower and upper rooms 
was “ seven feet in the clear.” 
There was one doorway located 
on 
the south 
side of the lower 
room. 
It was "five feet and a 
half high and two feet four inches 


in the clear.” The frame of this 
door, six inches thick,' was “ well 
pinned to the timbers and walls 
with a six quarter (one and one- 
half 
inch) 
auger.” 
Two doors 
were hung at this doorway, “ one 
I door to open inward and one door 
to open 
outward.” 
They 
were 
made 
of "two inch oak 
planks 
well 
lined 
with one 
inch 
oak 
planks 
and spiked full with iron 
spikes.” 
Both doors were "well 
secured with bolts, iron hinges 
and locks.” 
The specifications as first writ­ 
ten said "there shall be in the low­ 
er story a window 12 inches square 
made by cutting half through two 
logs and space 
left in the outer 
brick wall.” This window was to 
have 
four one 
inch iron 
bars 
across it "let into the timbers five 
I inches at each end.” A later or­ 
der added another "window of 
the same size as the one in the 
{old order.” 


Long Since Vanished 


The 
second 
story was 
much 
like the first one except for the 
omission of the center layer of 
the 
walls. 
Its ceiling 
like 
the 
floors of the first and second stor­ 
ies was "laid of squared white­ 
oak timbers 12 inches square . . 
j well 
pinned 
down.” 
The upper 
room had two windows 12 by 12 
inches. 
Its 
doorway, "six 
feet 
high and two feet two inches in 
the clear” was "finished in the 
same manner as the lower door.” 
It was reached by “ a flight of 
stairs from the ground to a plat­ 
form 
on a line with the second 
floor.” 


J 
The contract for the erection of 
this 
building was 
awarded to 
David Husband. 
For $1,000 
he 
| agreed to "complete 
said build­ 
ing in a strong and workmanlike 
manner and suitable for a jail.” 
It was received by the county on 
September 29, 1825. 
Despite the 
sturdiness 
with 
which it was built, this jail has 
long since vanished along with 
all the other buildings of the vil­ 
lage. A few stones in the ground 
mark the site on which it stood. 
When 
we last 
visited the 
site, 
tall weeds and ground hogs were 
in control.

Senate Passes 
To Assist Low- 
Income Farmers 


WASHINGTON RP — The Senate 
passed legislation Thursday night 
expanding the government’s loan 
authority to assist low-income and 
marginal farmers. 
Hie bill, requested by the ad­ 
ministration 
aa part of its pro­ 
gram for small farmers, now goes 
beek to the House for considera­ 
tion of Senate amendments. 
The measure would permit the 
farmers home administration for 
the first time to make loans or 
insure loans for part-time or low- 
income farmers.

to refinance existing farmer debts. 
The maximum single loan would

$7,000 to $10,000. The total of loans
